MARYLAND 


END OF THE SPRING SEASON 


N several states racing is at something of a 

disadvantage because there is too little control 
over the amount of the sport allowed. The fram- 
ers of the law under which Maryland racing is 
conducted were more far-sighted than the aver- 
age. They limited the total amount of racing at 
the four major tracks (Pimlico, Havre de Grace, 
Laurel Park, Bowie) to 92 days annually (ex- 
tended to 100 days in recent years by the addition 
of two charity days at each track). The result 
has been that Maryland, in its spring and fall 
seasons, has racing whose quality is the envy of 
other states. 

Last Saturday, May 12, marked the end of the 
spring season at the major tracks in the Old Line 
State. That day a crowd of approximately 30,000 
turned out to see the renewal of Maryland’s ver- 
sion of the Derby, the Preakness Stakes. Al- 
though this crowd was less than half, in esti- 
mated numbers, of that which had seen the Ken- 
tucky Derby at Churchill Downs a week earlier, 
it wagered a total of $802,439, as compared with 
the $999,140 which passed through the mutuels 
at the Louisville track on Derby day. The Preak- 
ness attracted only $173,805, as compared with 
$382,584 wagered on the Derby. The difference 
here may be accounted for largely by the fact 
that the totalizator, which is used at Pimlico, 
has no provision for advance betting, whereas in 
the mutuels at Churchill Downs tickets on horses 
in the Derby were obtainable for hours before 
the race. The mutuel play at Havre de Grace on 
the closing day was $462,775. Figures of this 
sort indicate that the Maryland tracks have done 
well by their stockholders this spring. 

Maryland’s secondary racing circuit began 
Tuesday of this week at Hagerstown, where 10 
. days of sport will be held. There will be no rac- 
ing on Monday, May 21, the blank day having 
been inserted in the schedule in order to allow 
the meeting (limited by law to 10 days) to close 
on Saturday, May 26. 


THE PREAKNESS STAKES 

After the Brookmeade Stable’s Cavalcade had 
won the Kentucky Derby, Trainer Bob Smith in- 
dicated to newspapermen that the colt would not 


be started in the Preakness Stakes ($25,000 add- 
ed, 3-year-old colts and fillies, 1 3-16 miles), but 
that his original plan of winning the Derby with 
Cavalcade and the Preakness with High Quest 
would be followed out. However, a few days after 
the Derby, Trainer Smith began talking about 
the possibility of starting both colts in the Preak- 
ness. The trainer was convinced that High Quest 
was the faster horse of the two, but thought Cav- 
alcade might be the better stayer. Whether it 
was to settle this doubt in his own mind, and in 
the mind of Mrs. Dodge Sloane, owner of the

List of Sires 


EW of the thousands of persons in America 

who enjoy horse racing are well versed in 
bloodlines. The vast majority know scarcely 
more than the names of the horses. Others can 
rattle off what they read day by day on the pro- 
grams at the courses and in the daily publica- 
tions carrying form charts and past perform- 
ances. This means that they know the names of 
the animals, color, sex, age, sire, dam and dam’s 
sire. Numerous such persons are devoting leisure 
moments to handicapping with a view to winner- 
finding. Thus they become conversant with speed 
and weight limitations of the various runners, 
and they know much about tracks and track 
records. 


This vast number of race-goers would be better 
race-players if thoroughly conversant with the 
breeding of the horses they back. It is not pos- 
sible, of course, that the daily publications can 
do more than to carry the tabulated pedigrees 
and family particulars of the more important 
winners. It is not possible that any considerable 
number of the race-goers can have access to the 
Stud Book. So it has been the part of THE BLOop- 
HORSE to undertake to better acquaint interested 
persons with the genealogy of Thoroughbred 
horses. 


Our readers have told us that we have made 
great progress in this instruction, but the infor- 
mation about bloodlines has not been as widely 
disseminated as we would like it to be. We want 
itto be general. To that end we are constantly 
seeking ways to spread the knowledge. We have 
had compiled a list of recorded sires of horses in 
America from early times, giving the name, 
color, year of birth, sire, dam and dam's sire. 
There are 5,637 of them. 

We are beginning in this issue the publication 
of that list. Installments will appear in each suc- 
ceeding number of THE BLOOD-HORSE until the 
full list has been printed. After that we purpose 
to put it into a handy booklet, if we can have 
the cooperation of some good advertiser—-some 


firm putting out cigarettes, beverages or automo-

biles—and send it all over America to reach the 
hands of race-goers. This booklet will also con- 
tain instructions as to how to become acquainted 
with the female lines and to know the families 
to which the horses belong. 

The student of bloodlines is more apt to want 
a Thoroughbred horse than is the person who is 
uninformed on genealogy, and that, we think, will 
expand the list of owners in America.

The Preakness Stakes 


E had the good fortune to be present on Sat- 

urday last at Pimlico for the forty-fourth 
running of the Preakness Stakes. The day was 
ideal for racing and the attendance was up to the 
fullest capacity of Baltimore’s famous old hilltop 
plant, which, according to a statement made dur- 
ing the afternoon to us by Robert J. Walden, one 
of the directors of the Maryland Jockey Club, is 
approximately 23,000. It seemed as if vastly 
more than that number were packed into the 
grandstand and clubhouse enclosures and over- 
flowing into the infield. The throng was truly 
representative of American sports life—a gather- 
ing of some of the Nation’s sturdiest people. Dur- 
ing the running of the last race we went into the 
infield, and from there, looking across the course, 
it seemed as if, even at that late hour—ten min- 
utes past seven o’clock—hardly a person had de- 
parted from the grounds. 

Each of the eight numbers was interesting. The 
afternoon began with a steeplechase in which 
only four of the seven starters finished—-two had 
fallen and a third had lost its rider. The fallen 
two. were making their first appearance over 
timber, they being Pinkway and Jambo, both the 
property of Mrs. J. H. White. The contest was 
nearly all the way between Quick March, from 
Mrs. J. H. Whitney’s stable, and Axon, property 
of E. K. Bryson, Quick March winning by a head. 
The seventh number produced a disqualification, 
Sylvester W. Labrot’s splendid grey filly, Leonie, 
having lead all the way to finish a nose ahead of 
H. P. Metcalf’s Honeysweet. In the stretch, how- 
ever, Leonie had swerved outward and retarded 
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Honeysweet, 
rightly came. 


whereupon the _ disqualification 

The night before the Preakness running, Train- 
er Robert A. Smith told us he had no doubt what- 
soever that the Brookmeade Stable’s entry would 
finish one-two. The impression we gathered from 
his conversation was that his expectation was 
that Cavalcade would be the winner, with High 
Quest filling the place. Trainer Smith confirmed 
our judgment that Discovery might be closer to 
the finish than in the Kentucky Derby, but he 
hadn’t any idea that the Vanderbilt colt would 
split the Brookmeade pair. During the morning 
there was some contention for the services of 
Bobby Jones as between Brookmeade Stable and 
Northway Stable, the latter wanting him for 
Riskulus. The stewards upon hearing the state- 
ments of Trainers Smith and Fitzgerald decided 
that Jones should ride High Quest. It was a for- 
tunate decision for that good young rider. Jones 
got High Quest to the front almost immediately 
after the start, but he had bumped Discovery as 

.the break began. From that point to the finish 
High Quest was never headed, although his lead 
over Time Supply, which made the running to the 
stretch, was reduced to half a length as they 
rounded the far turn. It was there that Discov- 
ery passed Time Supply and briefly was in sec- 
ond place, but as they straightened for the run 
home Cavalcade, under urging from Garner, dis- 
played a wonderful burst of speed and with great 
determination entered the narrow space between 
High Quest, on the rail, and Discovery. In the 
stretch the three horses raced head and head. 
Thundering on in a furious drive, High Quest was 
able to reach the finish a nose in front of his 
stablemate—-which on the previous Saturday had 
won the Kentucky Derby at Churchill Downs— 
and a scant length in front of Discovery. The 
race was concluded in 1:5814, record time for the 
Preakness, and only a fifth of a second slower 
than Gallant Knight’s track record of 1:58, made 
in 1932 as a 5-year-old with 121 pounds up. The 
seven colts which ran on Saturday each carrried 
the scale weight of 126 pounds. 

The impression we had as the horses finished, 
and we have had no occasion since to revise it, 
was that Cavalcade would have won in another 
stride or two, and that at a mile and a quarter 
he is unquestionably the best of the 3-year-olds 
thus far shown in America. High Quest is the 
sturdier horse of the Brookmeade pair and may 
later along display more aptitude for distance 
than thus far has been discoverable in his 1934 
appearances. It was our impression after the 
Kentucky Derby that Discovery would show im- 
provement, and we expressed the view that Cav- 
alcade would not have a three lengths’ advantage 
over the son of Display in any of their future 
meetings. We now wish to add to that state- 
ment this qualification, “if better ridden than in

the Kentucky Derby and in the Preakness.” 

Without intending to be harsh in our criticism 
of Jockey Bejshak, it is clear, we think, that he 
is by no means the equal of Mack Garner, Jones 
or Workman as a rider. We believe that if Work- 
man had been on Discovery instead of Spy Hill in 
Saturday’s race that Discovery might have won. 
Bejshak had Discovery in tight quarters at the 
half mile ground. He had gone into a pocket 
there. He was lucky to have been able to get 
around Time Supply, even at the cost of what 
we think was the loss of more than the length by 
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which he was defeated at the finish. Bejshak 
was not as able at the finish as were Jones and 
Garner. Workman handled Spy Hill much better 
than did Coucci in the Kentucky Derby, but the 
horse was outclassed. Agrarian, which finished 
fourth, put up about the same effort he made in 
the Kentucky Derby where he finished third, a 
nose in front of Mata Hari. Time Supply has no 
business in Derby or Preakness company. He 
wants to sprint. Riskulus is an example of the 
fact that it is exceedingly difficult to quickly 
pring a horse to winning form in the East after 
having crossed the Rockies from the Pacific 
Coast. This has been a patent fact all through 
the history of racing in America, notwithstanding 
the successes Lucky Baldwin had with California 
horses in the American Derby at Chicago. If 
memory serves us right, Emperor of Norfolk and 
Rey el Santa Anita were brought Eastward from 
California sufficiently far in advance of their 
races to permit them to overcome the effects of 
climatic changes. 

By Secretary-Manager Matt Daiger and other 
officials we were informed that the Maryland 
Jockey Club this spring will enjoy something 
better than an even break financially. This has 
been largely attained by the introduction of 
economies. The overhead at Pimlico at the be- 
ginning of the depression was $47,000 a day. It 
has been reduced to $30,000 daily. _ Pimlico’s 
losses the past two seasons were approximately 
$120,000. Prior to that, however, the club had 
enjoyed much prosperity. Each of the Maryland 
courses operating this season made some money. 
The tone of racing people generally in Maryland 
is optimistic and indicative of gradual return of 
prosperous conditions in the sport and in the 
breeding industry. 

We wish to take this occasion to extend to the 
officers and managers of the Maryland race 
courses our thanks and appreciation for the 
courtesies they have extended to us and to repre- 
sentatives of THE BLOOD-HORSE, and to wish for 
them an improved season in the autumn, and, of 
course, thereafter.

A Difficult Commission 

EADERS of THE BLOOD-HORSE are conversant 

with the fact that we have for sometime 
prophesied an advance in values and a strong 
market for Thoroughbred horses. During the 
Kentucky Derby week we were commissioned by 
a gentleman who is very fond of racing, and who 
is quite able to buy top horses and maintain a 
good stable, to secure for him during the course 
of this year “the best two-year-old in America.” 
He hopes to win the next Kentucky Derby and 
place the winner at the head of a stud of select 
mares. 

While we were at Pimlico last week we made 


some inquiries concerning prospects among the 
2-year-olds. We now know that it is going to be 
exceedingly difficult to fill the order for this 
friend. 

The colts thus far shown in work and racing 
to be likely prospects are owned by persons who 
appear to be not in the slightest interested in 
selling them. We were told quite frankly by 
several trainers of important strings that a good 
horse is going to be harder to buy in 1934 than 
for a number of years past. However, we are not 
disheartened and we hope that by the time snow 
appears we will have been able to execute the 
commission.

In Passing 


T Pimlico Starter Jim Milton told us: “It 

happens almost daily that half a dozen or 
more owners and trainers come to me with re- 
quests that their horses be handled by my assist- 
ants at the start, and they give various reasons 
for wanting it done. Walking starts would re- 
move much of the handling, but not all of it, in 
my judgment. It should never be the plan of the 
starter to ‘fool’ the jockeys. If they have confi- 
dence that the starter will aid them in getting a 
fair break, the riders will help him make good 
starts.” . . This shout comes from Ed Rachal, 
Falfurrias, Texas: “Hurrah for Equipoise!” .. . 
Major “Johnny” Wall told us at Pimlico that he 
is leaving Front Royal, Va., June 30. He is actu- 
ally transferring out of the Remount Service into 
another branch of the Army. That’s a loss to the 
Remount Service—more of a loss than lots of 
people will realize, perhaps, until the fine little 
horseman with great enthusiasm for improving 
the type of the Army mount and a fund of in- 
formation about how to do it has gone elsewhere. 
His book, Practical Light Horse Breeding, is an 
index to the man. . . Joe Boyle and Tom Lynch 
made a good move for Bowie by engaging Jack 
Campbell for racing secretarial work. . . “Jimmy 
Ross says racing is getting to be chicken on 
Saturday and feathers other days,” we relayed 
to Barry Shannon. “Right,” said he, “Why not 
cut it out everywhere on Monday and Tuesday 
and have the fun on the other four days?” We 
are passing on that question to the powers that 
be. If they pass it on to the tracks and the 
owners and trainers, they’ll get some interesting 
answers. .. High Quest went into the box at Pim- 
lico Saturday. His number had rolled out of the 
bottle in the Stewards’ stand earlier in the day. 
That was psychologically good. It shows no ex- 
emption from the saliva test for the most im- 
portant as well as the least important equines... 
Think of a radio announcer miking: ‘tHe won by 
a foot.” Wecan reasonably excuse Willie Walton 
for having tuned out after disgustingly having 
inquired of nobody in particular: “Which foot?”

ODDS AND ENDS - 


Haphazard 


ACING commissions in many states should 

exercise more caution in licensing meetings. 
Too often they think of the state exchequers and 
promoters first, the public, racing and horsemen 
last. This was shown at Tampa during the win- 
ter just passed and again at Hamilton. Horse- 
men were stranded at the latter track. Com- 
missions should require promoters to post bonds 
insuring payment of purses. Make them prove 
the venture has sufficient backing. Old Rosebud 
believes such readjustments, to give tragedies a 
polite name, will be necessitated in Texas and 
Michigan also if the Turf governors there con- 
tinue dealing dates as haphazardly as in recent 
months. The California Board is to be commend- 
ed for its exemplary efforts to insure that State 
just enough of the best possible racing, and John 
W. Marchbank for his determination in the face 
of long odds at Tanforan.

3-Year-Olds 


ORD from Louisville is that Cavalcade was 

five pounds, the best in the sixtieth Derby, 
whose result further proved Regret’s superior 
quality when Mata Hari and Bazaar failed, as 
did Prudery, Bronzewing, Viva America, Startle 
and Cleopatra. Mack Garner advises that Caval- 
cade doesn’t have to come from behind, as in the 
Derby, but that he becomes decidedly rank if he 
goes to the pace early. Garner, Bob Smith and 
others about the Brookmeade_ establishment, 
which this season can rank high without so much 
luck as in 1933, seem to prefer High Quest to 
Cavalcade, however. The *Sir Gallahad III colt 
outlooks the Derby winner shoes to plates and 
can outrun him. How far is not determined at 
the writing, when it appears that the best of this 
pair will top the 1934 3-year-olds. Only Chic- 
straw seems to stand in their way, and Trainer 
A. J. Joyner says “Bob Smith has all the horses 
this spring.” 


Purses 


AMAICA’S increase in purse minimum from 

$800 to $1,000 met with immediate response 
from the horsemen. The figures aren’t available, 
but the average attendance approximated 7,500, 
yielding a profit to the management and about 
$45,000 to the State. The books, averaging about 
100 daily, paid $300 every four days to operate, 
it is reported. In addition, each layer was taxed 
$6 daily for a pink-vested messenger. The meet- 
ing was profitable to few layers, who are hanging 
on the best they may, as they expect the game 
to wax really tremendous at Belmont and the 
Spa. Belmont did not increase its purse mini- 
mum, due to its ambitious roster of 18 stakes, 
totaling $68,000 in endowments. Joseph E. Wide- 
ner has located the exchange at Belmont to af- 
ford clubhouse, general admission and paddock 
fans easy access to the books. 


Chase Me 


HASE ME disappointed thousands of Mary- 
land admirers when he failed to appear 
against Equipoise for the Dixie, in which he had 
a 10-pound concession. Chase Me, still unbeaten, 
thanks to reneging, will have a chance of oppos- 
ing Equipoise for the Metropolitan and Suburban 


- - By Old Rosebud 
at Belmont. It is probable that Walter Spencer 
Vosburgh will make the Whitney star give Chase 
Me more than 10 pounds. Equipoise was present- 
ed the Dixie by the handicapper, who made his 
weight 130. He’s such a gate attraction many 
handicappers are afraid of giving him the pound- 
age he deserves, for fear he'll duck. Equipoise 
should carry 140 in the Suburban. His presence 
at Pimlico brought a big crowd and a handle of 
$473,724, only $50,893 of which was wagered on 
the Dixie, in which he was 1-10 in the tote. 


Seven vs. Eight 


gerne ROYDEN makes an excellent sugges- 
tion in Daily Running Horse when he points 
out to those mutuel tracks trying to fill eight-race 
programs that they would profit to a greater ex- 
tent in the long run with seven-race cards, as this 
move would make for larger, better balanced 
fields, consequently stimulating “handle” and 
gate receipts. It is also suggested that racing 
secretaries increase the minimum claiming price 
to make investments in horseflesh by this route 
less readily recovered in purses. This would 
lessen activities of the haltermen and make secre- 
taries’ tasks of filling races easier. In New York, 
most horsemen duck tough spots on the program 
and those benefited through having the probable 
winners squawk when the secretaries call off 
these two- and three-horse affairs for substitutes 
assuring heavier entries. The lads always look- 
ing for an ace-in-the-hole are no credit to racing.

Guards 


F those who sponge horses in New York can 

not be apprehended and brought to justice, at 
least they can be prevented from further opera- 
tions in this field. That, apparently, is the 
thought of John Kane, Metropolitan Jockey 
Club’s wide-awake racing secretary. The club, 
taking matters into its own hands, has adopted 
Kane’s suggestion of having the Pinkertons de- 
tail a man to the stall of each entrant likely to 
be heavily backed in the next afternoon’s races. 
The guard is kept throughout the night and until 
the horse leaves for the paddock the next day. 
Spongers have made the authorities appear 
rather ridiculous in the past and drastic steps to 
protect the best interests of all are deemed 
advisable.

Erdenheim 


NDREW JACKSON JOYNER brought Kawa- 

goe and Chicstraw up to Belmont from Er- 
denheim, where he had one dry track all spring, 
muscled like Roman gladiators. Kawagoe is ex- 
pected to prove a high-class sprinter, while Chic- 
straw is reckoned a stout Belmont possibility. 
Joyner, in recalling past champions he trained, 
observed, “Tradition was about as fast a 2-year- 
old filly as I ever saw. She was second to Artful 
in the Futurity, but was carrying 127 pounds to 
Artful’s 114 and had level weights with Sysonby. 
Sysonby could finish no closer than third.’”’ Most 
attractive of Mr. Joyner’s juvenile charges is 
Tempestuous, chestnut son of *Sickle—Equinoc- 
tial, by Ultimus. Equinoctial, sister to Stimulus, 
is among several good Ultimus mares owned by 
George Widener. Sweetheart, which Old Rose- 
bud fancied most of the fillies by that sire, has 
failed to produce anything a patch on herself. Mr. 
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Joyner says his preference in Thoroughbred types 
is “a horse not too big, between 15.2 and 16, a 
good head and eye, well muscled thighs.’’ Good 
coupling and straight legs are understood. 


Smart 


H. BOSTWICK and J. P. (Sammy) Smith 
e grow higher on a juvenile son of *Sir Galla- 
had III—Fancy Light in the former’s string each 
time he or High Quest is asked to run a bit. The 
two are almost identical as to conformation and 
markings and the Bostwick youngster has been 
nominated to the National Stallion, $5,000 added 
dash of June 9 at Belmont. This is a good colt 
unless the writer is vastly mistaken. He has a 
grand way of levelling down. 


Steward 


ARSHALL CASSIDY’S appointment to the 

post of steward representing the New York 
Racing Commission has been hailed on all sides 
as an excellent move. It would be difficult to find 
aman better qualified for the post, although Cas- 
sidy’s work as starter and steward has been con- 
fined largely to the West and Canada. “I have 
done about everything there is to be done at a 
race track,’’ Cassidy says. Incidentally, Jamaica 
stewards were under fire several times for refusal 
to waive an apprentice allowance. They intend 
rigidly enforcing the policy of not permitting a 
full-fledged rider to be substituted for an appren- 
tice as long as another apprentice is on the 
grounds, excepting in cases of accidents. This 
policy was deemed advisable when it was dis- 
cerned that sharpshooters were getting bets 
down at 2-1 on legitimate even-money chances, 
then at the last minute switching from a green 
kid to a crack race-rider. 


CANADA 


OPENING OF THE SEASON 

HE first meeting of the Canadian racing sea- 

sen was that which closed at Kenilworth 
Park last Saturday, May 12. The Kenilworth 
meeting came ahead of the long Detroit meeting 
which is, according to the avowal of Michigan 
authorities, calculated to keep Michigan money 
at home and, as a corollary, virtually eliminate 
racing at nearby Canadian tracks. But despite 
the fact that Kenilworth, by opening the Cana- 
dian season earlier than usual, had the first 
chance at the community’s money, the meeting 
was a financial failure. Only about 2,000 attended 
the final program. The association provided 
purses with a minimum of $700, a policy quite 
liberal in view of the meager returns for the 
management. 

In the Toronto sector racing opens Saturday, 
May 19, at Woodbine Park, which provides the 
highest-class racing in the Dominion. Principal 
event of the opening day at Woodbine Park is 
the historic King’s Plate, in which the unbeaten 
Horometer is expected to be a very short-priced 
favorite. Horometer’s recent workouts have in- 
dicated that he is in splendid condition for the race. 
MOUNTED POLICE TO HELP 

The Incorporated Canadian Racing Associa- 
tions made announcement last week, through 
Secretary-Treasurer C. Casserly, that arrange- 
ments have been made whereby the Canadian 
Mounted Police will co-operate with the I. C. R. 
A. in the suppression of the use of stimulants on 


race horses. The details of the plan are being 
worked out and will be announced later. There 
will be few who will care to trifle with those boys. 


MICHIGAN 


DETROIT FAIR GROUNDS 

HE longest race meeting ever attempted at 

one race track in such an important center 
of population in the United States will begin 
Thursday of this week, May 17, at the Fair 
Grounds course at Detroit. Technically the racing 
there will comprise three 40-day meetings, each of 
which will have an extra day of charity racing, 
making a total of 123 days of continuous racing 
(except Sunday). 

Horses from all points have been gathering at 
Detroit during the last few days. Prospects are 
that talent will be plentiful and that the stakes 
events will attract many good horses which would 
ordinarily have been raced in the Chicago sector. 
Mata Hari was among those which arrived Mon- 
day of this week. 

George Krehbiel commented last Sunday in 
the Detroit News: 

Detroit race goers will be given a pleasant surprise 
when they view the racing plant on opening day. The 
place has been transformed into a most modern and 
up-to-date plant. A small, but attractive clubhouse has 
been erected at the lower end of the grandstand. The 
battery of mutuel machines has been moved back 20 
feet to allow more space in the betting ring. Seven feet 
has been clipped off the racing strip to allow more 
standing room in front of the stands. Paint is being 
splashed lavishly over the place to freshen it up. Tons 
of grass seed have been planted in the infield and the 
young blades are beginning to peep out of the ground. 
Flower beds will be placed in the infield as soon as 
possible. A steeplechase course is being planned for the 
infield, but decision on this is being held up temporarily. 


KALAMAZOO 

The Comstock Farm Corporation is planning 
two meetings, one at Kalamazoo, the other at 
Grand Rapids, each 19 days in length. The Kala- 
mazoo dates are May 26 to June 16. Condition 
books for the first seven days were being dis- 
tributed to horsemen last week. Purses range 
from $300 to $500. A. E. Swanson is given as 
general manager, A. B. Hagedorn director, Tim 
M. Murphy, presiding steward and racing secre- 
tary. The track is a mile in length. 


ALL DETROIT 

The only stable at the Fair Grounds track that 
is 100 per cent Detroit is the Alfriston Stable, the 
Detroit News reports. “It is owned, trained and 
ridden by Detroiters and it has five horses that 
were bred here.’’ Mrs. Robert G. Bartlett, owner, 
Dr. Alex Copeland, trainer, and George Quacken- 
bush, jockey, live in Detroit. 


CAPABLE YOUNG MAN 

THE BLOOD-HORSE hears that State Racing 
Commissioner Mark A. Hanna has asked Jack S. 
Young, second son of the late Col. Milton Young, 
of Lexington, popular young breeder and owner, 
vice-president of the Thoroughbred Club of 
America, to confer with him in Detroit this week 
relative to appointment as steward to represent 
the State of Michigan during the racing season 
at Detroit. 


PIGEON HOLE was to start in the eighth race at 
Aurora May 8, but he appeared to be ill and Dr. 
J. M. Kaiser was asked to examine him. The 
diagnosis was periodic ophthalmia, moon blind- 
ness. 
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MARYLAND JOTTINGS - 


Yearling Show 


HE third annual Maryland-bred yearling show, 

held under the auspices of the Maryland 
Horse Breeders Association in the infield at 
Pimlico, May 10, was a distinct success. The day 
was lovely and the entries of much higher quality 
than has been the case in other years. In fact, 
each year has shown a distinct improvement on 
its predecessor. The list of the sires of these 
yearlings, which must be foaled in Maryland, in- 
cluded Flying Ebony, Whichone, *Sir Gallahad 
III, Gallant Fox, *Epinard, The Scout, *Sir Grey- 
steel, *Sun Briar, Petee-Wrack, *Chicle and *St. 
Germans. It was fitting that both of the class 
winners should be by Maryland sires and it wit- 
nessed the fact that native Marylanders could 
well hold their own. 


The colts were first to come before “Sunny 
Jim” Fitzsimmons, who had journeyed from New 
York to be judge. After a long time spent in 
thoroughly going over all the 19 which paraded, 
the blue went to a big, well balance, upstanding 
black by the Derby winner Flying Ebony out of 
Carmen Pantages, by Sandy Hook, which was 
shown by Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt. The same 
owner placed second with a much smaller, light- 
boned black by the same sire out of the John 
P. Grier mare The Spare. I could not agree with 
the judge on this. I much preferred the third 
prize winner, a big straight-hocked bay which 
lacked a little in condition, by On Watch out of 
Belle of Plymouth, exhibited by Dr. Walter 
Wickes. Fourth place went to a sturdy, well made 
bay by *Sir Gallahad III out of *Hurry Back, 
by Hurry On, shown by T. W. Durant. Several 
other high-class colts got the gate, and some of 
them were good enough to win ribbons. 

Twenty-five fillies next came before the judge, 
among them being some lovely ones. For a time 
it looked as though young Vanderbilt would re- 
peat his success with his black fillies, but ‘Fitz’ 
preferred a fine, well balanced roan with lots of 
quality by *Sir Greysteel out of *Florestine, by 
Beppo, exhibited by S. W. Labrot. Second ribbon 
went to a big rangy filly from the Vanderbilt 
farm, somewhat light in the middle piece with 
the high rump which distinguished her sire, 
Balko, when in training. She is out of Bodega, 
by Coventry. A really sweet filly, with class 
stamped all over her few inches, placed third. I 
would have placed her second and she would have 
rubbed the roan hard for first. This chestnut 
daughter of *Light Brigade and Scheherazade, 
by Chief Lally, was shown by Mrs. Dean Bed- 
ford, of Fallston. Mr. Vanderbilt’s trim, lengthy 
black by Balko from Atomin, by Whisk Broom 
II, took fourth place. As was the case with the 
colts, several nice fillies were shut out. 

The championship trophy required little work 
on the part of the judge-——it takes a wonderfully 
good filly to beat a good colt—-and it went to the 
Flying Ebony—-Carmen Pantages colt. There 
were about a hundred railbirds watching pro- 
ceedings, and as there were no money prizes the 
number of yearlings shown was excellent. After 
all, most breeders of Thoroughbreds are more 
interested in winning on the tracks than in the 
show ring and there is a good deal of risk at- 
tached to vanning these little things many miles 
just to show them to the public. It is a purely 
sporting venture and those who exhibited are to 
be commended for their support of the Maryland

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At Pimlico Saturday 


O Kentucky its Derby at Louisville, to New 

York its Futurity at Belmont Park, and to 
Maryland its Preakness at old Pimlico. Ante- 
dating the Derby by a few years the Preakness 
Stakes for entire colts and fillies is named for 
Milton H. Sanford’s bay son of Vandal, which 
won the first Dinner Party Stakes at Baltimore, 
as the Preakness was then called. He in turn 
was called for that sleepy village nestling among 
the New Jersey hills where Mr. Sanford had his 
stud farm. In its long history the race has had 
many ups and downs, from 1889 to 1909 it was 
even discontinued altogether. On the beadroll of 
its winners are the names of some mighty Thor- 
oughbreds, and, like Abou Ben Adhem’s of old, 
Man o’ War’s leads all the rest. In recent years 
some of the winners of this event have been Sir 
Barton, which with Gallant Fox and Burgoo 
King, forms one of the trio to have won doubled 
successes in the Preakness and the Derby, Dis- 
play (sire of Discovery, this year’s third), Mate, 
Burgoo King and Head Play. 


The list of those present who hold high place 
in their respective spheres in the country reads 
like a page of Who’s Who. All walks of life 
were represented in the near 30,000 souls present 
to see the forty-fourth running of the Preakness. 
Up in the press box were many prominent Turf 
writers of the day, and in the stewards’ stand 
was Albert Cabell Ritchie, Maryland’s popular 
sporting Governor who for about the fifteenth 
time presented the owner of the winner with that 
historic piece of plate, the Woodlawn Vase, which 
was once again put up for the winner by the 
courtesy of its last holder, Mrs. Silas Mason, of 
Kentucky. If custom is followed, next year will 
see it put up again by Mrs. Dodge Sloane, of New 
York. 


In the paddock the Sloane entry of the grandly 
made, upstanding bay, High Quest, winner of the 
Wood Memorial at Jamaica, and the gangly, rug- 
ged staying type, Cavalcade, were the cynosure 
of all eyes. Bob Smith made no secret of the 
fact that he expected to run one-two, and the 
run of luck he is enjoying justified his thought. 
The Californian, Riskulus, attracted a good deal 
of attention due to his excellent appearance. 
Agrarian, I thought, looked a bit tucked up. The 
flashy Spy Hill, extreme outsider, reminded one 
of his sire, the Epsom Derby winner, Spion Kop. 
Frank Carreaud’s Time Supply looked fit to run 
to New South Wales, and his owner said he had 
no alibis. Curiously he said the same after the 
race was over. Discovery looked very well, bet- 
ter than he did at Havre de Grace, as he had fined 
down some. In the parade to the post Spy Hill 
entertained the gallery by the tremendous kicks 
he was putting in all the way down the stretch. 
The high head carriage and slightly lopped ears 
and his way of going reminded one of Gallant Sir, 
another good son of *Sir Gallahad III. 

Off in front to a fair start, High Quest led Dis- 
covery, which was bumped about quite a bit, and 
Time Supply. Past the stand the first time, High 
Quest, Discovery, Time Supply and Spy Hill was 
the order. So it went to the back stretch, where 
Time Supply moved into second place. This he 
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held until they reached the stretch where he was 
done. Cavalcade meanwhile had moved up at the 
head of the back stretch and was bumping his 
way through in a very determined manner. At 
the head of the stretch High Quest held his lead 
with his English-bred stablemate second and the 
tiring Discovery, which had been the victim of 
Cavalcade’s barging around at the head of the 
stretch, third. So through the stretch they thun- 
dered with the *Sir Gallahad III colt winning by 
a head over Cavalcade, which had Discovery safe 
by a length. Agrarian was fourth by a length 
and a half. 


Vanderbilt Yearlings 


NE of the keenest newcomers to the Turf in 

recent years is Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt, 
of New York and Maryland, who last fall, on at- 
taining his majority, inherited the Sagamore 
Farm in Worthington Valley, Md., and its racing 
stable from his mother, Mrs. Charles Minot 
Amory. Himself a keen student of Turf lore and 
a great lover of his horses, Mr. Vanderbilt’s first 
act, on assuming control of his estate was to se- 
cure J. H. (Bud) Stotler, of Baltimore, as his 
trainer and adviser in racing matters, a post this 
gentleman had so well filled for years for his 
mother. Last fall the stable purchased the well 
tried 2-year-old Discovery from the Mereworth 
Company and this horse’s racing is now history. 
So well pleased were Mr. Vanderbilt and his 
trainer with the horse that they closed the deal, 
reported in last week’s BLOOD-HORSE, for the pur- 


chase of Mereworth Company’s entire crop of

HIGH QUEST, possessing nice speed, and outrunning 
his field to the first turn, was rated along under pres- 
sure for the first seven furlongs, withstood stout bids 
from TIME SUPPLY during the first mile, and under 
severe urging, held on willingly to outstay CAVAL- 
CADE. The latter, taken to the inside after the break, 
and racing under strong reserve, went to the outside 
when approaching the final turn, then came through a 
narrow opening at the stretch turn to close with a tre- 
mendous rush.

The start for the Preakness was made after 
two and one-half minutes at the post. The seven 
starters got away evenly, but High Quest bumped 
into Discovery and got the worst of the exchange. 
Bobby Jones steadied the *Sir Gallahad III colt 
immediately and within a sixteenth of a mile 
drove him to the lead. Time Supply and Discov- 
ery followed closely, running head and head. 
Cavalcade left the post slowly and was dropped 
in behind the pace so as to save ground along the 
rail. As the field reached the clubhouse turn Don 
Meade had Time Supply in second place ahead of 
Discovery and a length behind the speeding High 
Quest. Agrarian and Spy Hill were close up, 
with Cavalcade a couple of lengths behind them 
and Riskulus trailing, as he continued to do 
throughout the race. In the backstretch Meade 
made his move with Time Supply. The Time 
Maker colt moved up until he was well lapped 
on High Quest. As Time Supply battled the 
pacemaker, Spy Hill made his bid to pass Dis- 
covery, but soon abandoned that effort. As the 
field went into the far turn Bejshak allowed Dis- 
covery to begin moving up.

in the Derby a week earlier, Discovery began a 
splendid run. But this time he found the opposi- 
tion a little tougher. Time Supply had now given 
up and was dropping back, but High Quest was 
a determined horse. As Discovery settled down 
for an earnest effort to catch the leader Mack 
Garner began urging Cavalcade forward. Jones, 
seeing Cavalcade moving up behind, moved over 
toward the rail with High Quest in order to give 
the Derby winner room between High Quest and 
Discovery. In a moment Cavalcade had moved 
into the vacant place in the rank and a desperate 
three-horse contest ensued. With the riders driv- 
ing furiously the three leaders drew away from 
the others and fought a head-and-head battle 
through the stretch. At the eighth pole High 
Quest was still in the lead and Cavalcade was 
second, with Discovery at the Derby winner's 
throatlatch. Fifty yards from the finish Discov- 
ery ceased firing and fell back. The race was 
now between High Quest and Cavalcade. The 
former never relinquished the lead, though Caval- 
cade was driven hard to the very end. Just before 
the finish was reached Jones, apparently realiz- 
ing that the danger from Discovery had disap- 
peared, stopped driving High Quest, but never- 
theless Cavalcade failed by a nose of catching the 
brilliant pacemaker. 

The number of Agrarian was put up by the 
judges in third place, but the mistake was shortly 
rectified. 

The Preakness appeared to be a truly run race. 
There were few who had any excuses for either 
Cavalcade or Discovery, though there are un- 
doubtedly many persons who are convinced that 
Cavalcade will prove himself a better horse over 
longer distances. The Preakness result was a 
confirmation of the Kentucky Derby result as far 
as the fields of the two races were similar. The 
horses which appeared in both the Derby and the 
Preakness were Cavalcade, Discovery, Agrarian 
and Spy Hill, and they finished in that order in 
each race. 

Early in the day a dispute had developed be- 
tween Trainers Smith and E. L. Fitzgerald as to 
whether Jockey Robert Jones should ride High 
Quest or Riskulus. The stewards were asked to 
make a decision and they assigned the rider to 
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the Brookmeade colt which eventually proved the 
winner. Fitzgerald obtained the services of the 
brilliant youngster Earl Porter for Riskulus, but 
the Northway Stable colt, recently come from 
Texas and California, was hopelessly beaten. 

Victory in the Preakness gave High Quest his 
second win in three starts this season, gave him 
a two-year record of 11 starts, six wins, two sec- 
onds, one third, and earnings of $44,690. Second 
money in the Preakness moved Cavalcade’s win- 
nings up to $53,855. 

High Quest was bred by Marshall Field and 
foaled April 20, 1931, at Arthur B. Hancock's 
Claiborne Stud, Paris, Ky. With others of Mr. 
Field’s breeding he was sent to the Saratoga 
yearling sales in 1932 and purchased for the 
Brookmeade Stable for $3,500. 

High Quest’s first start was at Saratoga 
August 9, when he finished fourth to Spy Hill, 
Trumpery and Vicar at 5% furlongs. He won 
his next two starts, both a Saratoga, one on 
August 19 and the other on August 28. In the 
first of these, at 5% furlongs, he defeated a 
mediocre field. In the next he stepped into better 
company and trimmed such good horses as *Soon 
Over, Discovery and Spy Hill at six furlongs, car- 
rying 111 pounds to Discovery’s 111, *Soon Over’s 
118. His first stakes venture was in the Hopeful, 
in which he carried 117 pounds and nosed out 
Discovery (117) for second place, four lengths 
back of Bazaar (119). In the beaten field were 
Singing Wood, Spy Hill, First Minstrel and Black 
Buddy. At Belmont Park September 11 he won a 
six-furlong allowance race in 1:114%, with 122 
pounds up, beating Glendye, Black Buddy, First 
Minstrel and three others. In the Futurity he 
was sixth, despite being hard urged all the way. 
On September 23 at Havre de Grace he went to 
the post an equal favorite with Hadagal in a six- 
furlong allowance race and finished third to 
Chicstraw and *Soon Over. His best race of the 
season was his last. That was the Eastern Shore 
Handicap, six furlongs, in which he gave his 
stablemate Cavalcade two pounds and beat him 
a good length, with Wise Daughter, High Glee, 
Bazaar, Discovery, Chicstraw, Sun Tempest and 
Hadagal behind him. The six furlongs were run 
in 1:11%. 

The Preakness winner’s first start of this year 
was in the six-furlong Harford Handicap, in 
which he carried 112 pounds and finished second 
to the older Silent Shot, which he was giving a 
year and 12 pounds. Then in succession High 
Quest won the Wood Memorial Stakes and 
Preakness.

Ten horses were sold at auction for a total of 
$1,807.50 in the paddock at Pimlico May 9. Dr. 
H. J. McCarthy and William Jennings conducted 
the sale. Abraham Bartelstein’s Hygro, formerly 
a brilliant sprinter, was to have been sold, but the 
son of *Epinard was withdrawn and it was an- 
nounced later that he had been sold privately to

NEW YORK 


FROM JAMAICA TO BELMONT PARK 


HE first meeting under New York’s new legal 

dispensation for racing ended Tuesday of 
this week at Jamaica. The 21 days of sport under 
the auspices of the Metropolitan Jockey Club 
constituted something of an experiment, inas- 
much as there were many problems to _ be 
threshed out before the conduct of the sport 
could become a routine matter. Some of these 
problems will be long in the threshing. 

Through the last seven days of the Jamaica 
meeting the purse minimum was $1,000. This 
and the fact that the minimum claiming price 
was no more than $1,000 brought out fields which 
were larger, on the average, than New York 
racing crowds have been accustomed to. The 
final Saturday, May 12, though the program had 
no feature to be compared with the Preakness 
at Pimlico the same day, saw a crowd of ap- 
proximately 12,000 in attendance. Fair crowds 
attended on other days, and there appears to be 
no doubt that the Metropolitan Jockey Club fared 
much better than in recent seasons. 

The program of Tuesday, May 8, was marred 
by a demonstration which made the demonstra- 
tors look bad. After the judges had posted the 
number of Mrs. Parker Corning’s No Doubt as 
the winner of the second race, a “small but 
vehement group” of “fifty to a hundred persons,” 
according to the New York Times, gathered 
around the stewards’ stand and directed shouts 
and stones at the placing judges and the stew- 
ards, in an effort to convince the officials that 
they should have placed Bride Elect first. 
Shortly the group of demonstrators shunted their 
attention to John G. Cavanagh’s office, but Mr. 
Cavanagh was too busy to be bothered. Besides, 
the official board was up by that time. As some 
of the disgruntled punters continued to create 
a disturbance the “Pinkertons” finally felt called 
upon to take three of the loudest in hand and 
place them outside the grounds. Few observers 
who saw the race clearly had any question of 
the correctness of the judges’ placing. 

The Belmont Park meeting of 21 days was to 
begin Wednesday of this week. The Westchester 
Racing Association has not followed the lead of 
Jamaica in raising its purse minimum from $800 
to $1,000, but the Westchester Association’s pro- 
gram contains more stakes than were given at 
Jamaica, and also includes a good number of 
$1,000 and $1,200 purses. 

At Belmont Park the principal innovation 
brought about by racing’s New Deal will be in the 
betting department. The old rotunda which accom- 
modated the betting ring three decades ago is not 
large enough for that office now, and the layers 
have been assigned places beneath the grand- 
stand. There, under a battery of arc lights, they 
are ranged in two rows extending in the direction 
of the clubhouse. There is an entrance between 
the clubhouse enclosure and the betting ring. 
Each bookmaker is permitted to send two agents 
into the clubhouse, one to quote odds and the 
other to carry the wagers back to the ring. This 
is something of a concession on the part of the 
racing authorities, who have resisted extreme 
pressure to allow the books to return to the club- 
house area. The presence of the books in the 
clubhouse, it is feared, would be a strong in- 
centive toward the development of a syndicate 
book. 

Approximately 150 bookmakers were to be 


assigned posts for the Belmont opening. For the 
benefit of clubhouse patrons an approximate od 
board has been installed, and the bookmaker: 
agents will be found in its vicinity. 


ANGELIC WINS YOUTHFUL STAKES 

The Brookmeade Stable’s two starters in the 
Jamaica feature, the Youthful Stakes ($2,509 
added, 2-year-olds, five furlongs), Saturday, May 
12, did not fare so well as did the same stable’s 
entry of High Quest and Cavalcade, which fip. 
ished first and second in the Preakness at Pin. 
lico the same afternoon. Psychic Bid (115) was 
leading the field when it started round the tum 
but the son of Chance Play bore out badly and his 
rider, Dominick Bellizzi, in attempting to keep 
him nearer the rail, lost his balance and fell off, 
While Bellizzi lay on the ground along came the 
Greentree Stable’s Plat Eye (117). S. Couccj 
took the *Chicle colt up sharply to avoid strik. 
ing Bellizzi. Then came the other Brookmeade 
starter, Black Gift (115), and he too had to be 
taken up. The patrol judge reported later that 
both horses, despite the efforts of their riders, 
had struck the fallen jockey. At any rate, neither 
Plat Eye nor Black Gift thereafter had a chance 
of winning the race. Mrs. Damon Runyon’ 
Angelic (114), ridden by A. Tipton, suffered no 
interference, drew clear through the stretch and 
won with speed to spare by four lengths from 
Plat Eye. Third was H. C. Phipps’ Sufficient 
(115), five lengths back and two lengths in front 
of J. H. Louchheim’s Ted Husing (112). Black 
Gift finished fifth. The Brookmeade entry wasa 
steady favorite at 7 to 5. The winner paid 7 to 2.

management at Hamilton, Ohio, made a 
statement that every effort was being made to re- 
plenish the bank roll and that it had hope of 
being in position to meet all obligations—purses 
amounting to $8,000, payroll since Friday, May 5, 
and uncashed winning tickets—at 11 o’clock 
Tuesday morning, May 8. Horsemen made their 
entries and racing was held Monday afternoon. 
When the appointed hour came for settlement, 
Frank Bartel, said to be the financial backer, and 
General Manager John Masner were absent. 
secretary of the Hamilton 
Jockey Club, met the horsemen and announced 
that the “meeting was off.”” When the usual race 
time arrived Tuesday, a throng gathered about 
the mutuel windows with uncashed tickets from 
the last race Saturday and Monday. The win- 
dows were closed and deserted. There was no 
authority to handle the situation or to pay off. 
Horsemen who had been fortunate enough to 


] collect their winnings made preparations to ship 


their charges to other tracks, while many were 
left stranded, owing feed bills and with no funds 
for shipping. Among those who had not collected 
their purses was Chester Adams, trainer of the 
8. Adams Stable, which headed the list of win- 
ting owners during the eight days of racing. 

The steward of the meeting prepared a recom- 
mMendation to be forwarded to the Ohio Racing 
Commission requesting that body to issue a rul- 
ing that horses which won during the Hamilton 
meeting, the owners of which were unable to col- 
lect their purses, be not penalized. If the ruling 
Ss made a list of these horses will be published.

A hearing was held in the Hamilton court

TANFORAN 
¢¢¢NOSSIP has it,” writes Harry B. Smith in 
the San Francisco Chronicle, “that Manag- 
ing Director John W. Marchbank has done a right 
smart job of it in handling the Tanforan spring 
meeting. I don’t know that the folks down Bruno 
way who are gossiping know what they are talk- 
ing about, but they say that the track is ‘off the 
nut’ so far as the spring meeting is concerned 
and the income for the remaining 17 days will be 
all ‘velvet.’ ... Marchbank is deserving of a profit 
from his meeting for he did much to resurrect 
the horse racing game and has stood up under 
the load on occasions when the track has been in 
the red. I think that entitles him to a break in 
the luck.” 

The above was published May 10. On May 4, 
a Friday, the Tanforan pari-mutuel turnover had 
passed the $2,000,000. Up to that date the Cali- 
fornia fans had been betting an average of about 
$72,000 a day for 28 days. Of the first $2,000,000 
wagered, the track took out more than $160,000 
and the State $80,000 on its flat percentage of 4 
per cent on the gross wagering. Including the 
gate receipts, programs and concessions, it is 
estimated that the track has a daily average in 
come of about $6,000, of which about half goes 
to pay purses. The remainder is more than suf- 
ficient to pay salaries and meet other expenses. 
When the Tanforan meeting comes to a close 
June 2 it is estimated that approximately $3,500,- 
000 will have been handled in the mutuels. 

The current Tanforan meeting is playing the 
role of an opening wedge. Future California 
meetings are expected to have higher-class rac- 
ing, bigger crowds, much heavier play.

DISTRICT OF COLUMBIA 


AFTER GENERAL NEWS BUREAU 


T Washington, D. C., May 12, subpoenas were 

issued requiring the delivery of General 
News Bureau bank records and communication 
records and files before the federal grand jury in 
session there. The action grows out of the charge 
that the District News Co., raided at Washing- 
ton April 27, distributed horse racing information 
to 60 bookmaking establishments in the National 
Capitol. On that occasion four men were arrested 
and a list of customers and much equipment were 
confiscated. The subpoenas order L. C. Lentz, 
General News Bureau treasurer and Chicago 
agent, to produce all correspondence with the 
Washington group and a list of stockholders. An- 
other subpoena was served on Edward Eagle 
Brown, president of the First National Bank of 
Chicago, who was ordered to produce banking 
transactions involving the Chicago bureau. Like- 
wise, Herbert Brown, superintendent of Western 
Union, and H. M. Webber, an official of the Illi- 
nois Bell Telephone Co., are demanded to show 
telegrams, copies and contracts with the General 
News Bureau or its agents. The Interstate News 
Co., of Baltimore, was named in the subpoena 
with the District News Co. 

Washington police say places similar to the 
District News Co. are operated throughout the 
country by a so-called news service that dissemi- 
nates race results direct from the principal 
tracks. Agents stationed at the tracks send in- 
formation to such central points, dealing with 
horses, riders, changes in weight, odds and 
changes of track conditions. 

This appears to be the first time the Federal 
authorities have taken a hand in an attempt to 
suppress the dissemination of racing information 
to pool rooms for gambling purposes.

The Incorporated Canadian Racing Associa- 
tions have refused the applications of Morris 
Fishman and James MclIllmurray for trainers’ 
licenses and the application of J. Paradise for a 
jockey’s license. 

Bicolor, a 3-year-old owned by Jake Lowen- 
stein, suffered such an injury to his neck while 
being removed from a burning stable at Churchill 
Downs that he was destroyed. The loss was 
covered by insurance. 

The Old Dominion Steeplechase at Pimlico May 
8, two miles, 13 jumps, was won by Mrs. Frank 
M. Gould’s Daniel Soot, 5-year-old son of *Dan 
IV, former good jumper now in service at the 
Remount Depot at Front Royal, Va. 

Lloyd Gentry’s Charles J. finished first in the 
second race at Kenilworth May 10 but was dis- 
qualified on complaint of Jockey F. Maschnek, 
who rode Hasty Belle. Maschnek told the stew- 
ards that Jockey S. Young, on Charles J., struck 
Hasty Belle repeatedly with his whip. Hasty 
Belle was declared the winner.

The lad, under contract to Dave Hurn, was born 
at Hominy, Okla., is 17 years old, can ride at 99 
pounds. He began riding July 1, 1933, and had 
his first winning mount August 4 of that year on 
Ruane at Thistle Down. . . H. Schutte, who is 
riding in good form now, will accompany C. H. 
Knebelkamp’s stable to Belmont Park. Mr. 
Knebelkamp has taken a call on him. C. Rainey, 
also under contract to Mr. Knebelkamp, will ac- 
company the stable. .. The apprenticeship of Les- 
ter Balaski expires May 20. E. Litzenberger’s 
apprentice allowance expires May 23, while J. 
Jacobs’ ends May 26. 

Illinois’s New Rule 

An owner, going through the new regulations 
made by the Illinois Racing Commission, found 
that in races worth less than $500 to the winning 
horse, the jockey fee should be $5 for a loser and 
$15 for a winner. The book had not been pub- 
lished when the Aurora meeting opened and the 
usual fees of $25 for a winning mount and $10 
for a losing mount had been paid the riders the 
first week. Since few purse or claiming races 
this season amount to more than $500 at Aurora, 
the jockeys protested and conferred with John T. 
Ireland, presiding steward, and Commissioner C. 
J. Fitz Gerald. The stewards promised to present 
the riders’ side of the case to the Commission and 
it is expected that the matter will be adjudicated 
at its next meeting. Meanwhile, the $10-$25 
scale continues in effect. 

* 
Canadian Rule 

The Incorporated Canadian Racing Associa- 
tions have amended their rule concerning appren- 
tice jockeys. The rule now reads as follows: 

All boys who, while under age, have of their own free 
will, and with the consent of their parents or guardians, 
bound themselves to an owner or trainer for a term of 
not less than three years, by a written instrument, copy 
of which has been lodged with the Incorporated Cana- 
dan Racing Associations, are entitled to a five-pound 
allowance in all claiming races, except claiming handi- 


caps or other claiming races wherein it is otherwise 
provided in the conditions, during the year for which 
his license has been granted, and during a period of 


one year from the date he rode his first winner. Allow- 
ance under this rule must be claimed at the time of 
entry and shall not be abandoned except by consent of 
the stewards. Riding a winner in a race given for 
maiden jockeys shall not count. 

* * 
Sam Heapy 

Few jockeys in America ride with any success 
for more than 10 years. In Europe they last 
longer, as they have less necessity for wasting 
and do not have the competition from apprentices 
whose weight allowances make life hard for the 
more experienced riders. 

At Boitsfort, a course near Brussels, Belgium, 
one day last month, Sam Heapy rode a winner 
and brought his total number of winning mounts 
for his entire career to 2,748, equaling the record 
of Fred Archer's lifetime. At Stockel-Bruxelles 
April 28 he rode another winner, broke Archer’s 
record. Heapy is 52 years old and is a nephew of 
the noted rider Sam Loates, who died late in 1932. 
Thirty-two years ago he headed the list of win- 
ning riders in Belgium. In 1924 he became train- 
er for Baron Brugmann, whose service he had 
entered as a jockey in 1904. He still continues 
in the dual role of trainer and jockey, and now 
weighs about 121 pounds. Though he is an Eng- 


lishman, over 2,700 of his winners were in Belgium. 
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STUD NEWS 


SAPORTAS BUYS HYGRO 


EORGE A. SAPORTAS, of Malvern, Pa., at 

Pimlico last week bought from Abe Bartel- 
stein, of Chicago, the 5-year-old chestnut horse 
Hygro, by *Epinard—-Ruddy Light, by *Honey- 
wood, second dam Washoe Belle, by Sweep. The 
price was not made known. Hygro will be placed 
in the stud at The Coves Farm of Janon Fisher, 
Jr., Eccleston, Md., now the home of Constitution 
and Grey Coat. A stakes winner of $33,235, 
Hygro was bred by George Wingfield of Reno, 
Nevada, master of Nevada Stock Farm. He was 
foaled at Thomas Carr Piatt’s farm, near Lex- 
ington. He started nine times at two, won four 
races and was once second, his victories at two 
including the Helpful Stakes (defeating Gallant 
Sir), the Joliet Handicap (defeating Burning 
Blaze), and the Hawthorne Juvenile Handicap (six 
furlongs in 1:11). He was beaten a nose by 
Burning Blaze for the Eastern Shore Handicap. 
At three he also made nine starts, won five of 
them and finished second four times. In his first 
start at three he was beaten a half length by 
Equipoise at Bowie, five furlongs in :5925, a new 
track record. His only stakes success at three 
was in the Capital Handicap when he defeated 
Flagstone, Jack High and seven others. Mr. 
Bartelstein gave $12,000 for him at a sale of the 
Wingfield horses at Bowie, Md., November 26, 
1932, in whose colors he never started. His dam, 
Ruddy Light, won the Clipsetta Stakes and also 
produced the stakes winners Siskin (brother to 
Hygro) and Chicleight. Washoe Belle, his second 
dam, won the Denver Juvenile Stakes and pro- 
duced seven winners including the stakes win- 
ners Tarpaulin and Phillip. It is the No. 22 
family. 

At Pimlico last Friday, Mr. Saportas informed 
the editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE that he had al- 
ready booked 10 mares to Hygro and expressed 
himself as being highly pleased with his purchase. 
He had measured and weighed the son of *Epi- 
nard and found him to tip the scales at 1,250 
pounds and to stand 16.1. Good judges at Pim- 
lico had favorable expressions to make about 
this handsome horse, and that increased the new 
owner’s enthusiasm about him. On Preakness 
Day, Mr. Saportas said that he had received two 
inquiries concerning a price at which he might 
be bought. One of these inquiries had come 
through the editor of THE BLOOD-HORSE. Mr. 
Saportas seemed reluctant about pricing the 
horse, but finally said he would later do so. This 
veteran devotee to steeplechasing and hunting 
has a keen eye for a good horse and it is not 
easy to persuade him to part with a good 
prospect for either the course, the field or the 
stud once he has acquired one. 
WITH PRESTON BURCH 

While at Pimlico last week the editor of THE 
BLOOD-HORSE was invited by Preston M. Burch 
to visit the stable of Mr. and Mrs. Walter M. 
Jeffords, whose horses he is training, and to see 
some of his charges. The strikingly good looking 
5-year-old black horse, Slave Ship, by Black 
Toney—Lightship, by Man o’ War from Smoky 
Lamp, by Plaudit, a mare highly prized by the 
late John E. Madden was the first seen. Slave 
Ship was bred by Mr. Jeffords and was foaled at 
Faraway Farms. He did not race at two, won 
his two starts at three and has not since raced. 
He bowed near fore. Over this, he popped a splint 


off fore, which has been fired. He is training 
kindly now. The hope is that he will win a few 
more and then make good in the stud. The first 
of his wins was six furlongs in 1:124% at Havre 
de Grace and the other was one mile and a six- 
teenth at Pimlico in 1:48%5 over a muddy track. 
He stands 16.2 and girths 7414 inches. 


Next Mr. Burch had Martial Law brought out. 
This is a magnificent 2-year-old chestnut colt 
by Man o’' War--Painted Lady, by *Golden 
Broom from Pretty Day (another of the John E. 
Madden mares), by Ormondale. Martial Law, 
standing 16 hands 1! inch and girthing 72 inches, 
clean as a hound’s tooth all around, strong, com- 
manding in appearance, gives the impression that 
he is aptly named. He is the property of Mrs. 
Jeffords and she has in him something to be 
proud of. 

Not so large and not so impressive as Martial 
Law, but a very good individual, much above the 
average, is the 2-year-old bay colt, Sunline, by 
*Sun Briar—Streamline, by Man o’ War from 
Waterblossom (one of Major T. C. McDowell's 
gcod mares), by Waterboy. This colt stands 
15.314 and girths 71%. inches. 

Judy O'Grady, dark bay, 2-year-old, by Man 
o’ War—Bel Agnes (dam of Bel Ora and St. 
Agnes), by *Ambassador IV from *Agnes Sard, 
by Sardanapale, was the only filly shown. She 
is beautiful and will in all probability give a 
good account of herself. Daughters of Man 0’ 
War are doing well in the stud and she looks 
the making of a worthy matron when her racing 
days are ended. 

Mr. Burch, during the course of the visit, said 
he had leased four of his five mares to Mrs. 
Thomas H. Somerville and they are visiting 
her *Lancegaye (sire of Cavalcade) at her Mont- 
pelier Farm, in Orange County, Va., this season. 
The mares are the splendid winner, Tambour, by 
seneral Thatcher—Castanet, by *Frizzle; Miss 
Kilrane, by Olambala—-Castanet; *Diane de Poi- 
tiers (half-sister to *Sir Gallahad III, *Bull Dog 
and *Quatre Bras II), by Aethelstan—Plucky 
Liege, by Spearmint, and Beloved, by Whisk 
Broom II—-Bill and Coo. Tambour was not in 
foal this year. Miss Kilrane has a chestnut colt 
by *Justice F. Beloved has a bay filly by Ameri- 
can Flag. *Diane de Poitiers is in foal to *Chal- 
langer II. These mares were sent from Thomas 
Carr Piatt’s Crestwood Farm near Lexington to 
Mrs. Somerville’s place several weeks ago. Mr. 
Burch’s other mare, *Columbia II, by Master 
Gcod—-Gazza Ladra, by Bay Ronald, is still at 
Crestwood. She has a bay filly by Supremus and 
has been bred to *Swift and Sure. 

Just across the way from the Jeffords stable 
at Pimlico, Selby Burch had Mrs. Somerville’s 
string and there the writer had the pleasure of 
seeing, in company with the brothers Burch, the 
steeplechaser, *Tereus, from France, by Zan- 
greus—Tern, by Grebe, which in 1932 won the 
Billy Barton at Pimlico, and which is to be a sire 
for jumpers at Montpelier Farm. He is not a 
large horse, as steeplechasers come, but he is a 
very rugged fellow which impresses one of his 
worthiness. On the walking ring at the same time 
was the Man o’ War jumper, Battleship, which 
tipped a fence in the Billy Barton at Pimlico last 
week and went down. It is seldom one _ sees 
better feet and legs than has Battleship. He is 
very robust and is looking quite fit just now. He 
also is intended for the stud when through tim- 
ber-topping. Selby Burch’s own good campaigner, 
Thursday, was walking also, and we had a look 
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at him. He has the appearance of soon being in 
winning form. Martial Law’s dam is a _half- 
sister to Thursday.
